As carly as 1696, the germ of the Presbyterian 
Church was laid im Philadelphia by the Rev. 
Jedediah Andrews, an ludependent from New 
England. They met for many years in the store 
house of the Barbadoes company, until in 1704, 
| they built « small house in High street by Bank 
| street, which was enlarged in 1729, when they 
adopted the Presbyterian form of government. A 
part of them, adopting the peculiar tenets of the 
eloquent Whitfield, withdrew in 1742, and occu 
pred the chapel in Fourth street, by Sanderson's 
Hotel. In 1750, however, they erected the late 
structure on Arch and Third streetsa. It sa 
litthe simguiar that after the lapse of slmost a cen- 
tury these two churches are found im the van of 
the opposang bodies of their sect, and that nearly 
the same differences now separate theu: a* in the 
days of their first division. 

In 1822, the congregation of the First Presby 
terran Church removed to thew present structure. 
It is one of the most capsecious churches of the 
city, fronted by & portico of the louic order, and 
surrounded by « cupola. Its situation, on Wash 
ington Square, is perhaps the finest in Philadel 
phia. With one of the wealthiest and most in 
fluential of our congregations, it has always com 
manded talent of the highest order ; and the mar
